A few days ago the Council sent down to 
tho A-ssembly the Liquor License Bill pass- 
ed bv the Assembly, with tui ameiulinent 
which is equivalent to the imposition ol a 
lax. A geiinral llarB-np look place at once 
in llie Lower House al the eiic;roachmeiU of 
llie D'liper lluu.se up"n whal was held to 
be the .sole and undisputed prerogative of 
the Assembly. But one opinion was ex- 
press ed on both sides of'tlie Houso; and 
that a determined opposition to the unwar- 
rantable amendment of the Council. On 
Monday, Mr. VVaddington again renewed 
the s^tUject, when the Speaker declared that 
the; only power which the Upper House 
could oppose to the passage of a revenue 
bill was to veto it. 

To understand tlioroughly iho merits of 
the question, we here present the slate of 
the Liquor License Law, — and the new 
Liquor License Bill which the Council has 
amended.

From this statement it will be perceived 
that the only diflere^ca between the existing 
law and the new bill is a reduolton of £30 
"on the retail lioeiise, and the wine aiid beer 
* licenses Vera consolidated. The advantage 
claimed ft^rthe latter is, that tprmerly tinder 
•:a witie liciliWB'm'alt liquors were sold ; and 
under abcer license, wines were sold. Tims 
by consolidating the two, the revenue could 
not be evaded. When this bill was .sent to 
the Council, that close communion iiisiilu- 
tioil rel';:s('d to pass it in the .Mate it 
was sent up to them, but ainemU'il il, by 
adding that " lurmentud iitjuura Hhouldinuaii 
wines only." 

The immediate- consequence to the trade 
was that retail liquor dealers had to pay 
their licenses at the old rate — £ZQ, instead 
of paying ££2 lOs. Thus they lost jE7 lOs., 
or S37 50, on the quarterly instalment. For 
this they have only to thank the Council. 
But the Upper House — panloii the e.\i)ti >- 
sion, if Star Chamber or Holy In.inisiiion i.s 
more puilable — were not sali>lied by adding 
837 50 logeneral retailers, they must amend 
the bill 80 that ''fermented liquors ' meant 
wine. The results are, lhat ealiu;; hoii-i.'s 
who wi.-h to sell wiiie, uli' an. I jiorter, would 
ha\ e to pay X-'> f-r a wine license, and Ilirii 
an additional £l'2 lOn. lor a b.-er lieen.se. 
Thus the amendment of the Council, if con- 
curred in by tho Assembly, • would he 
equivalent lo a la.\ of X12 lOfl. on all eating 
lieu.siis, ami .02 10s. mora than the Assem- 
bly eonieinplated. The unwarrantable con- 
duct of the Council, therelore, by refusing lo 
pass the bill without amondmeiit, inflicted 
a temporary tax of $37 50 on all the retail 
liquor dealers in the Colony; and by tho 
onoroaohment on the prerogatives of the 
Assembly, would amend the law so as to 
impose uperpotual ([uaiteily t,i.\: of Sl.'i 
on eating house,^.

— A suit 
has just been commenced in the Court of 
Chancery, which c.irries one's mind back lo 
the speculative days of '58, when everybody 
that could rake together S50, purchased a 
town lot and imagined himself a millionaire 
in prospective. The plaintifis in the suit are 
Jloses Phillip, ct. al., and the defendant is 
David Green. Tho plaintiffs allege that 
they, with Green, were in business at What- 
com, \V. T., early in '58; and hearing that 
immense "piles" were being realized by 
speculation in town-lots at Victoria, deter- 
mined to try their luck in the same line. So 
what is called a " poney purse"- (ire., each 
■nan contributing a like amount,) was made 
up, and Mr. Green deputized to visit Victo- 
ria, and see if he could not invcsttlie amount 
to advantage in real estate. Mr. Green came 
over, slaid a few weeks, and then returned 
to Wlialcom with the "purse," which he re- 
turned to his partners, saying he could see 
no opportunity of speculating to advantage 
— lots were held high, elc. His partners 
took the money and all went on smoothly 
for a few months, when they ascertained 
that Mr. G. had actually purchased n lot on 
Governmentstreetj adjoining Bay ley's Hotel, 
and also a '5-aore suburban lot.' Suit was 
commenced a year and a-hulf ago, the plain- 
tiffs alleging that it must have boon with 
their money that the propeity was bought, 
as Green was in very iiidifferent circum- 
stances at that time. The case will very 
likely be decideii witliin a few days ; and 
wo believe enough money tias been spent by 
the litigants, in lawyers' lees and court e.v- 
penses, to buy the properly in dispute, even 
at its present high valuation.

' i . LEOISLATIYB^roWERS. 

Mr. Waddington said' the House was per- 
fectly aware that the liquor license bill had 
been returned to the Upper House, this body 
declininf,' to agree to an amendmont which 
that body introduced into the bill.

The Prince of Wales. 

The heir apparent of the Uiiti.sh tiir nio 
has visited I)etrna,-4'hieago, St. I.oiiis and 
many places of /ess nolo in the United 
Slatc's, wtieri! bo has been received liy the 
people with manifestations ot joy and en- 
lliusiasrn. His designs fur traveling as 
Karon Renfrew, and procee.liii;^ quirlly aii^l 
privately ilirough Itncle .Sam's large iarni, 
nav.i been fi ii>tiateil. The correspondent of 
tno .San Francisco Bulletin, writes to that 
pa^r as follows : 

The Prince of Wales reached Windsor at 
ft o'clock this evening, by special train from 
Hamilton After the presentation ol ad- 
dresses from the Mayor and citi/.ens of 
Windsor, the royal party was t'scortml on 
board the steamer Windsor, which had been 
beautifully and upprojirialely decorated lor 
the oci-abion, and crossed over to Detroit. 
Onboard thu Ktcamiir wero Governor \V is- 
iier, the Mayor, (,'oirimoii CoiiikmI, and a 
number ul proiuinont clli/eiis, wlio were 
presented lo his Hit'lmoss, alter which, and 
wh«n the boat had reached American wa- 
ters, Mayor Buhl formally welcomed' Baron 
lienlre w' to the United Stales. 

Arraiiued in the river, eppasile llie city, 
was a large lleol of rivur vessels, (heir rig- 
ging tastefully decorated \Mth vanrgatud 
lights, mid hung with banners, emblems, 
imd words of greeting. As iho iteainoi 
bearing the royal party pastid through the 
lluot, each vessel tlirew a perfool shower ol 
blue lights and Roman candles, malting one 
.,f Iho most beautiful displays over wit. 
nessod. 

The, royal party landed at tho foot of 
Woodward avenue, whom thuy were ro- 
fcolvad by Iho entire Firo Deparlmeiit of the 
«ity, bearing torohea, and tnoit of the Mill* 



tary by whom they were eaddrted to the 

Ilussell House, where they pas-sed the 
niglit. . 

Alan earlv hour the ne.xt mornin2, tho 
streets in ihJ vicinity of the' Uussell House 
were densely packed wiih people, an.MouS 
to catch a glimpse of the Prince, when tie 
should appear to take his departure for the 
cars. Just before 10 o'clock he made hts 
appearance with two of his suite, accompa- 
nied by Mavor Bold, intendin>j to drive 
through the city before proceeding to the 
cars. A magnificieni open barouche, drawn 
by four white horses, had been provided tor 
the purpose, in which the party seated 
themselves. The crowd gathering about 
the carriage and blocking up the avenue, 
made it almost impo.ssible for the carriage 
to proceed. Cheer after cheer was given, 
and the wildest enthusiasm prevailed, the 
carriage was followed by pn immen.se crowd 
on foot, many hanging to the wheels, while 
the streets and sidewalks on the route were 
literally blockeil with people, whotnteroept- 
ed the royal party at every turn. &nch-a 
rabble and scene of confusion was never 
witnessed here before. At'i.cr driving through 
a few of the principal streets, followed by 
the inevitable crowd at every street, the 
party proceeded lo the depot and took their 
departure for Chicago, amid the firing of a 
salute and other ilemonslralions. 

At Chicago, notwithstanding the wish of 
the Piiiice'tu arrive in qulelnes.^ the street 
was so blockaded with people that it was 
almost impossible for the carnages contain- 
in" the party to reach the hotel. His at- 
tempts afterwards lo drive about and see 
the city were frustrated in a similar way. 
In the evening, the Prince and his Inends 
were "lad to slip out of the city to a railway 
.station in the prairie, where they took quar- 
ters at the hou.-es of Messrs. SptMieer, lload- 
kni"ht and Morj;an, who lived in the neigh- 
borhood, where they all stayed over Sunday. 

On the 25th Sept., the Prince arrived at 
St. Louis, where the same entluisia.-;in was 
evliibited by tlio iiihabitai,;.-. Tlie next 
day His lloyal Highness visiie.l the bur 
ground. Over 60,000 persons were preseiil, 
and the cheering is described as having 
been vociferous. On the 25lh, the Prince 
left for Cincinnati. ' ' , • c. 

Some e.vcilement was created in M. 
l.oiiis by the ellorts of a low-flung paper 
called the llerahl, lhat, by its aiticle.s, en- 
deavored lo incite a nioh to tear down the 
British Sag raised over the fair grounds m 
honor of the Puiice's vi^il. No aitempt was 
made, however, and everything passed ofl 
qui(?tly.
